Sherlyurne saya that the case of scar- 
let fever is a mild one and was de- 
veloped from a case at Freeman's 
Point. It is impossible to keep the 
Italians in the house unless a man 
is stationed there all the time.

ed in good style," said the Doctor, 
"and' hope to wipe out the disease en- 
tirely. 
We intend to put the 


clamps on the party who dared to 
remove the placard, if we can land 
him. The police are taking a hand 
in the matter and hope to put an end 
to such work."

told her friends* that she would go 
to prison rather than testify in the 
grand jury room where 
proceedings 


are secret and where the only coun 
sel is a representative of the 
dis- 


trict attorney's office. 


Mrs. Thaw has told a most inti- 


mate friend that she would "stand 
pat" and. refuse to say anything, no 
matter ho-w important the qnestione 
Mr. Nott or Mr. Garvin may put to 
her. 


This assertion is said to have been 


brought from Mrs. Thaw by the in 
Mention of the district attorney's of 
fite to make her a witness for the 
prosecution.

Insurance Against Loas from Storms 


of Tfcia Kind la Vow Taken 


Out by Many of the 


Farm era. 


"Hailstorms have destroyed 
more 


wheat in Kansas in the last ten years 
than all the grasshoppers and chinch- 
bugs since the state was organized, 
said a farmer from southern Kansas, 
whose crop was destroyed by a recent, 
norm in that section. 


"Last year one hailstorm la the 


northern part of Sumner county and 
the southern pan of Sedgwick swept 
an area 30 miles long by two miles' 
wide. About 38.900 acres, most of it in 
growing wheat that promised to yield 
25 bushels to the acre, were destroyed. 
A half million dollars' worth of wheat 
was ruined in that one storm." 


The hailstorm was never feared by 


the Kansas farmer until wheat 
be- 


came a staple crop. Corn will recover 
from a hailstorm and make an average 
crop, but a light fall of ice at a certain 
time will ruin a crop of wheat. May 
and June are the months of hailstorms 
in Kansas. 


In France and Spain where the hail- 


storms destroy the grape crop large 
cannon have been placed on the hills 
above the vineyards. At the approach 
of a hailstorm explosives are shot into 
the cloud, and it's a 
belief 
among 


farmers—laughed at by scientific men 
—that the storm is sometimes dissi- 
pated. 
The Kansas farmer 
doesn't 


bombard the clouds. 
He has found 


that it pays better to insure his crops. 


IJail insurance companies have been 


organized. The farmer 
Insures 
his 


Wheat crop against hail just as tbe 
man in the city insures 
his 
house 


against fire. He places whatever value 
on his crop he can afford to pay the 
premium on. Some farmers occasional- 
ly Insure so heavily that they would 
not object to a hailstorm to save the 
expense of harvesting the crop. 


The first hail Insurance companies 


were mutual companies, 
organized 


among rha farmers »f a county or a 
district. It was soon found that those 
companies were not 
safe 
because a 


hailstorm usually cleared a whole dis- 
trict- Then each farmer 
was com- 


pelled to bear his own Iocs, frr the 
mutual company could not pay. East- 
ern capitalists have formed a number 
of hall insurance companies In the last 
five years. 


Farmers have a belief that hail will 


follow the same path for three con- 
secutive years. So if a hailstorm de- 
stroys a crop they insure heavily for 
the next two years.

Package She Called Valuable - Sur- 


prised Lawyers and Bankers 


When Opened.

Six years ago an Eng 


llsh woman who was travelling 
in 


Canada deposited in the vaults of a 
Toronto trust company a parcel care-- 
fully bound and secured with a num- 
ber of imposing seals. It was under- 
stood that the parcel contained jewels 
of great value, and therefore it was 
guarded with zealous care, says the 
Rochester Post-Express. 


A few weeks ago the English 
wo- 


man died, and a clause in her will 
made mention of the deposit in trust 
In Toronto. After due process of law 
it was ordered that 
the 
seals be 


broken in fte Canadian city. 
Heirs 


in the old land and one In a far dis- 
tant point in Canada sent their re- 
spective lawyers to be present at the 
opening of the valuable package. On 
the day appointed the lawyers assem- 
bled in a private office of the trust 
company. Here IB a correspondent's 
description of the scene that fol- 
lowed:

bundle were first broken, then an ar- 
ray of green colored seals were en- 
countered. After this wrapping came 
lold after fold of paper.

trust "deposit vault. We may assume 
tnat the English woman was ecentric 
and wjshed to play a prank on her rel- 
atives.

Wilkle Collins 
or Charles Roade would havo based 
an exciting "three decker" on It, and 
had Coiuui Doyle foolishly decided not 
to wrlto rnoro Sherlock Holmes stories 
he could expand the ep.oOdo into a 
most baffling detective problem.

CALIFORNIA EARTHQUAKES. 


Vumbtr That Have Shaken the Staia 


During Ten Yean, 1889, to 


1606, Inclusive. 


Among the reports of the 


State* geological survey published in 
the "nineties" are eight bulletins ou 
the subject of earthquakes In Califor- 
nia. which contain accounts of shocks 
!hat occurred during the ten 
year* 


from 18S9 to 1S98. inclusive. Study of 
these bulletins shows that there was 
hardly a single mouth iu all those teu 
years when seismic disturbances, more 
)r less severe, were not felt along tho 
Pacific coast 


The first of these bulletins (No. £8) 


was written by Prof. James Edward 
Keeler. astronomer in charge of earth- 
quake 
observations 
at 
the 
Lick 


observatorry. 
Previous to this Prof. 


K. S. Holden had published, through 
the California state printing office, a 
paper which contained a list of the 
earthquakes that had occured in Cal- 
ifornia. lower California.

motion separately on a smoked glass 
plate, which is started by the prelim- 
inary tremors of the earthquake and 
rotates uniformly in about three min- 
utes, the edge of the plate being grad- 
uated Into seconds at the same time 
by a clock, which also serves to record 
the time of occurrence of the shock. 
This Instrument has been called tho 
Ewing seismograph Another simpler 
form consists of a heavy "duplex" pen- 
lulum adjusted to a long period o' 
vibration, with a magnifying pointer 
or pen, which records on a smoked 
glass plate both horizontal components 
of the motion. The vertical compo- 
nents and the time are not recorded. 
The observatory possesses other seis- 
mographs of various patterns, 
but 


they are not constantly In use.

them. 
They first garoted their vic-

It Is from this that is derived the 


appellation of chauffeur, which once

LIOENCE OF MAN. 


May Be Defective in Part and Yet 


the Person May Become Xottd 


for Mental Brilli- 


ancy. 


Other factors besides brain weight 


arc kuowii to influence intelligence, it 
has long been known thai the distin- 
guished character of the human brain 


the large 
number 01 connecting 


libers by which its cells 
are coor- 


dinated, in no other species are they 
so numerous or complicated. The cells 
constitute but a very small part of the 
weight, says 
American Medicine. 


There is now considerable evidence 
that the same rule applies among in- 
dividual men and that those of great 
intelligence have mure connections, so 
that their cells can do more and bet- 
ter "team work." 


Some investigations have shown the 


corpus cullosum to have a large «TOSS 
section in men who had shown great 
ability. 
It is also known 
that 
the 


brains of able men nre likely to pre- 
sent more convolutions and 
deeper 


ones than the average, as 
if 
there 


were more brain cells as well as more 
connections. 
A few observations in 


the lower races point to the fact that 
their brains are essentially different 
in microscopic 
organizations, partly 


accounting for less intelligence. 


All these facts will fully explain 


why men of intelligence in the higher 
races may have brains 
not 
notably 


heavy, but they do not disprove the 
general statement that as a class such 
men do possess brains heavier than 
the average. 


The mistake arises from the fail- 


ure to recognize that noted men who 
have shown intellectual power not In- 
frequently were sharply limited to one 
or two directions, being very defective 
in other directions. 


Blind Tom was an idot, in fact—an 


extreme case of what Is quite common. 
n.t the other extreme was Gambetta, 
who was not much 
more 
than an 


orator whose cerebral speech centers 
were found to be highly 
developed. 


The rest of his brain was small and 
his general 
intellectual power and 


judgments were decidedly 
defective. 


Ability in one or two lines may make 
a man famous while he Is really very 
defective and his brain proves to be 
small. 


Heavy brains are not necessarily in- 


tellectual ones or elephants would be 
in a class of geniuses. The material 
might also be pathologic and the pos- 
sessor an imbecile. 


It often happens that 
men of big 


brain and great ability 
suffer 
from 


early neglect and are found in lowly 
employments or may remain ignorant 
through life. These few facts do f!ot 
prove that large brains are worthless 
and not Indicative of mental power as 
a rule. We can not get away from the 
fact that man as an animal is supreme 
because of his large brain, that among 
races the brainiest are the highest and 
that in any case one race the most 
intelligent as a rule are those who 
have the most brains. 


Men of small brains are not the lead- 


ers and no 
statistics of the brain 


weight 
of a few exceptional men 


noted for limited abilities can reverse 
the rule. Universities do not 
create 


brains but merely train what exist so 
that the owners are better fitted for 
the battle of life. Many a man is sent 
to college who should be handling a 
pick and shovel, and he never amounts 
to much, even though he subsequently 
makes his living at some very limited 
specialty.

deck,

across his battened hatches. 


Along the harbor front of Seattle 


runs the story of a passenger who 
loped down to the wharf in a hurry to 
get aboard a departing steam schoon- 
er.

CONTROLLING REBATES 


It is believed at Washington that 


the decision which Judge McPhersou 
recently rendered at Kansas City in 
the rebate case will immediately and 
greatly strengthen the control of the 
rebate evil, says the Concord Moni- 
tor. The significant point in this de- 
cision is that it prescribes imprison- 
ment as well as a fine for granting 
or accepting rebates. The Blkius act 
of 1903. was strongly opposed at the 
time of its passage because it pre- 
scribed' only a fine. It was known to 
be eminently satisfactory to the rail- 
roads for this reason. Since this act 
went into effect rebates have greatly 
increased' iu Wisconsin, the one state 
where an investigation 
has 
been 


made and definite returns are avail- 
able, and' there is every reason to 
suppose that the same conditions ob- 
tain generally. 


'Attorney General Moody had prev- 


iously called the attention of United 
States attorneys to the provisions of 
the Blkins act as affecting discrimi- 
nations and likewise the remedies by 
injunction. IB the case just decid- 
ed the attorney general concluded 
that the discriminations 
practiced 


showed that it was "a case where rh«» 
sentence, of imprisonment was espec- 
ially desirable," and he directed the 
diF.-rict attorney to urge upon the 
court, jn case of conviction, the de- 
sirability of such a sentence. 


It is specially observed that 
the 


convictions were obtained specifically 
upon the charge of conspiracy. It is 
noted, that the corporations escaped 
with a fine, while imprisonment is 
visited only upon the freight brok- 
ers, Taggart and Thomas. The pen- 
alty of imprisonment is not imposed 
under th-e Elkins act nor the Sher- 
man • anti-trust a'ct. 
To visit this 


penalty upon the offenders the court 
has recourse to an act passed March 
2, 1SG7, Sec. 5440 F. 
S. 
Revised 


Statutes, which reads as follows: 


"If two or more persons conspire 


either to commit any offense against 
the United States ir any manner or 
for any purpose, and one or more of 
such parties do any act to effect tbe 
object of the conspiracy, all the par- 
ties to such conspiracy shall be liable 
to a penalty of not less than $1,000 
and not more than $10,000 and to im- 
prisonment 
not 
more 
than 
two 


years." 


What particularly excites comment 


IK the fact that this provision has 
not been utilized before and that the 
matter should have been in debate 
when the Blkins act was under con- 
sideration. The rate bill recently en- 
acted increases the term of impris- 
onment to three years and extends 
its application. The case just decid- 
ed is- the first where rebates have 
been1 punished by imprisonment.

THE WILP PIGEON 


There are men uow. living who can 


remember w]"i°n the 
wild 
pigeon, 


known to the naturalist us ectopistus 
nngratorius, was an annual .-isitorto 
Maine. These birds traveled in large 
flocks and wherever 
they 
settled 


were rpgarded' as a pest to be de- 
stroyed by the pioneers. 
Suddenly 


they disappeared and' within the last 
twenty-five years few have been seen 
in this latitude. Occasionally a few 
singly or in pairs, have been ob- 
served, but the annual flight long 
ago became a thing of history and 
tradition, says the Biddeford 
Jour- 


nal. The general opinion held was 
that they had been practically ex- 
terminated, though1 some 
observers 


held1 to the belief that they hadi de- 
serted- this country as it became more 
thickly settled and sought some more 
sparsely populated region, possibly in 
South America. At all events, the 
mystery of their disappearance has 
never been satisfactorily solved. Re- 
cently, however, there have been,' in-

.01 Mount Tom saw a flight of wild 
pigeons. There seems to have been 
oo mistake about it. for they were 
seen and- recognized by one who had 
seen them in the West and who was 
well acquainted with their mode of 
flight. They were flying bigh above 
the mountain aud ihe flock was a 
small one. but with the aid of an 
opera g!as% they were identified be- 
yond doubt. 
John Burroughs, 
the 


eminent naturalist and' observer, has 
also noted their return.- At the op- 
ening of th'e season a flock of more 
than a hundred was seen by him in 
the highlands of the Hudson, and iu 
speaking of the event Burroughs says 
they were "clearly identified as ecto- 
pistus migratorius." So far. how- 
ever, a sight of these birds may be 
set down as an exceptional occur- 
rence^- and does not represent 
the 


real return of the immense flocks 
noted in the middle West by adven- 
turous travelers in, the early days of 
the country's development. 
Those 


pioneer ornithologists, AiuKibon and 
Wilson, speak of flocks which con- 
tained millions of birds, and a writer 
in the New York Sun recently said: 
''It was no unusual sight to observe 
flocks oa> the 
wing ten 
miles in 


length. 
Record has been preserved 


of a flight in which the birds were 
closely packed in a column a mile in 
front an* 150 miles in file. When 
they roosted for the night the limbs 
of stout trees snapped under their 
•weight.

CANADA, THE EVELESS EDEN 


Lack of Women, a Serious Handicap 


to Development of th'e 


Country. 


Canada is winning the unenviable 


reputation of an Kveless Eden. 
The 


men outnumber the women, and even 
immigration does not mend matters, 
for it is figured that of the 14.000 new 
settlers who have ar.-ived in Canada 
since the first of the year not more 
than eight per cent, of them have been 
women. Of this eight per cent, 
the 


majority were married women, says 
the Rochester Post-Express. In 
the 


western pa:-t of the dominion the lack 
of women is a serious handicap to the 
development of the country. The set- 
tlers cannot fi^d wives, and as wom- 
an plays just as important a part as 
man in the drama of a new country, 
the government of Canada is worried 
over the unenviable situation. 
The 


government is satisfied with the class 
of immigrants that have arrived this 
year. They are said to be a sturdy 
lot of men, few of whom are past 45, 
and most of whom are between 20 
and 25 years, and many are fairly wel! 
to do. A large number are from the 
north of Ireland, many from Scotland, 
and the rest from the crowded centers 
of England. 
The government frankly 


admits that the dominion cannot Sup- 
ply wives for these new settlers and 
advises them to send to the old coun- 
try for mates. Now, if Massachusetts 
were only in Canada 
the 
problem 


would be partly solved, for in the old 
Bay state the women largely outnum- 
ber the men.

rice, which on account of its grade 
will not bring a fancy price in the 
market as a food for man. By doing 
this the farmer can be paid a better 
price for this rice than he could other- 
wise receive, and at the same time 
millers can give the public, good food- 
stuff for live stock for less than it 
must pay for oats or corn. 


Many in Houston and vicinity are 


using the feed, and it is claimed that 
it is every bit as good as oats. It is 
claimed by some who used it while 
harvesting a crop of rice that
